REQUIRES YOU TO DO 


1. Get an application form at your nearest post 

office. 

2. Complete the application and mail it, postage 
free. There is no licence fee. 

3. You will receive by mail a Licence Identification 
Card bearing your licence number. 


After March 31, 1942, any official, representative, or 
investigator of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
may require you to produce your Licence Identified- 
tion Card if you are subject to this licensing ord:r. 

After March 31, 1942, you must notify the Director 
of Licensing of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, 
Ottawa, in writing, quoting your licence number, of 
any change in the name, address, or character of 
your business within 10 days of such change. 

You must retain your Licence Identification Card as 
it will remain in effect, unless suspended or cancelled, 
as long os the Maximum Prices Regulations continue. 
If you are already licensed, a Licence Identification 
Card, valid for the duration of these Regulations, will 
be automatically mailed to you before March 31, 
1942. You need not apply for a renewal and there is 
no licence fee.
